crowded commuter trains that 
thread their righs of way. the 
roads had a passenger service 
deficit last year of more than 
$680.OOO.OOO. Losses ran as high 
as $221,000 on a single train.

Spokesmen sav the railroads 
are glad to keep them running 
where and when the true public 
interest is served — where pa­ 
tronage indicates a substantial 
need for the service. 
But they are unwilling to 
continue paying out of their 
pockets for the operation of 
trains carrying only one to three 
passengers a day. These so­ 
called lonesome trains for the 


most part are branch-line and 
short-run locals whose former 
passengers now go by bus and 
automobile. 
And these are the ones the 
railroads can't stop.

A classic case of passenger 
non-support is Old 7209. running 
down the Jersey Central line be­ 
tween Newark and Elizabeth- 
port, N. J., a distance of seven 
mites. Time was when her cars 
were crowded with passengers. 
After a full past, report com­ 
pany officials, she is facing an 
empty future. 
Right now. they say. Old 7209 
transports one passenger a day 
- and two’s definitely a crowd. 
Annual revenue totals $75—or 
I-60th of the cost of running 
the train.
